In  offering  his  collection  now,  Mr.  Pelletreau  is  not  only  extending 
to  the  collectors  of  the  country  an  opportunity  to  experience  the  same 
pleasure  and  thrill  he  experienced  in  acquiring  these  treasures,  but  is 
also  evidencing  his  wisdom  in  doing  so  while  he  may  yet  enjoy  the  fruits 
of  his  endeavor. 

We  have  endeavored  to  give  as  much  historical  information  and 
pedigree  to  each  coin,  wherever  possible,  so  that  the  catalogue  may  serve 
as  a reference  volume  in  the  years  to  come.  Our  hope  is  that  you  will 
receive  a portion  of  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  in  owning  this  cata- 
logue, as  we  have  had  in  producing  it.
